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NEW COURSES OFFERED 
AP 
BIOLOGY 


Advanced placement biology is a college level course for 
students with a high interest and ability in biclogy and/or those 
who would like to earn college credit while still in high school. 
The class is constructed as closely as possible to the college 
freshman biology class. Studies have shown that students taking 
advanced placement biology in high school do significantly 
better in upper division courses than those who take it as fresh- 
men in college. 

The AP biology class consists of three-fourths lecture and 
one-fourth laboratory. Several field trips are included depend- 
ing on student interest. Among these are: a trip to Roan Moun- 
tain during the Rhododendran Festival; a visit to the ETSU 
medical center and biology department; and an overnight trip to 
Cedar Creek Learning Center.

AP 
ENGLISH 


A challenging opportunity has been offered to our seniors this 
year. An advanced placement English course has been added to 
the curriculum that will allow those who enroll to earn both high 
school and college credit simultaneously. To earn college credit, 
students will be tested in the spring semester and their tests, 
which are evaluated by a committee of experienced readers, are 
ranked and then these scores are submitted to the college or 
university to which the student wishes to enroll. A student who 
does well on the test may be exempt from a year of college 
English. 

During the year, the class has worked from college texts 
reading short stories, poetry, drama, and essay. Several trips 
have been made to college libraries, Barter theater productions 
and other dramatic presentations. Classroom activities have 
varied from informal discussion periods to formal research 
skills. The work covers a blend of advanced composition skills 
and varied reading materials. 

While this new course offers an opportunity for the students 
to save time and money in their college program, it also provides 
them challenging, stimulating material beyond the average high 
school English curriculum.
